TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please Your Majesty, 

I have, with my very humble duty, to submit a Report on 
the condition of Queen’s College, Cork, for the session 1908-9. 

The number of students attending the College during this 
session was 266 as against 263 during the session 1907-8. Of 
the 266 students, 2B8 were matriculated and 8 noil-matriculated. 
The number of new students was 69. Of these 66 came from 
the Royal University, 7 from other Colleges and Universities, 
and 6 were not matriculated. 

I have the honour to report that the work done in College 
during the session has been of a satisfactory character and the 
list of distinctions gained at the Royal University Examinations 
will be found in the Appendix.

In the early part of last session Mr. M. J. Conran, m.a., 
Junior Fellow, R.U.I., in Mathematics, was appointed Assistant 
in that subject, and entrusted with the instruction of the Engi- 
neering Students ; this arrangement has worked exceedingly well. 
No other additions to or changes in the Staff have taken place 
during the past year. 

Dr. J. J. Charles, for many years Professor of Anatomy and 
Physiology in the College, has founded and endowed an annual 
gold medal, to be given in alternate years in the subjects of which 
he was Professor, to the most proficient student amongst the 
Senior Class. I hope that this signal instance of generosity on 
the part of a former Professor may find other imitators. 

Owing to pending changes in the University System and the 
relation thereto of this College a vast amount of work has been 
thrown upon myself, as a member of the Statutory Commission, 
and, indeed, also upon other member's of the Staff. This fact will 
sufficiently explain to Your Majesty why I have not the honour 
of being able to report as many changes or as much progress 
as I have been able to do in past years. I am, however, able 
with gratification to report that the general work of the College 
has proceeded satisfactorily and that all Departments, with one 
exception, have been up to, or ovei', their usual number of 


stiid.6n.ts 

The exception to which I allude is that of Irish, the history of 
which, during the past four years, since it was attempted to 
revive -the teaching of that subject, has been most disappointing. 
In the first of these years four students entered for instruction, 
of whom two withdrew before the course had long been m exis- 
tence; in the second vear two entered; in the third year, and 
in the year which has just been completed, there have been no 
students at all. When I had the honour to report previously on 
this matter the point was taken in a speech by a very eminent 
Irishman as an indication, not, of an absence of in- 
terest in Irish in this district, but of the unsatisfactory position 
which the College then occupied m relation to the public. Dur- 
ing the past session this unsatisfactory relation has ceased to 
exist, and, therefore, can no longer be cited as the reason of the 
failure of this Department. The fact of the matter is that it 
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must be regretfully admitted that the statements which I have 
made, and others which could be quoted in connection with classes 
for the teaching of Irish in this city, conclusively prove that 
there is but little enthusiasm for the study of the language in 
this district. This conclusion is strengthened by the following 
fact: — Four years ago Irish was made an alternative subject 
with other modern languages for scholarships, entrance or other- 
wise, in this College. 

In the Junior Literary scholarship for example, group B, 
candidates are required at present to take up Latin and English 
and any two of the following subjects : — Irish, Italian, French or 
German. During these four years no single candidate has ever 
presented him or herself in Irish for any scholarship. Last year 
lout one candidate entered for the scholarship described above. 
She offered French and German and was successful in obtaining a 
scholarship. Considerable complaints have been made by the 
authorities of some of the schools that two modern languages 
are required, the reason for the complaint being that German is 
not taught in the schools in question. It does not appear to have 
occurred to them that it was possible to present students in 
Irish, a language for the study of which there are classes in at 
least several schools in this district. It seems worth while that 
these facts, which have been very disappointing to me personally, 
should be made public at the present moment. 

This is, I understand, the last report which I shall have the 
honour of being permitted to present to Your Majesty, and it is 
a very great satisfaction to me to be able to say that the number 
of students in attendance at the College is greater than has been 
the case for the past twenty-five years, that is, since the conditions 
brought about by the dissolution of the Queen’s and the creation 
of the Royal University came into operation. 

In the new condition of affairs I may reasonably expect a 
much greater increase in the number of students, but it would be 
impossible, however great that increase may be, that there should 
be a better spirit of loyalty to their College, and of solidarity 
amongst themselves, than exists at present among the students. 
I entirely agree with those who are much better qualified to form 
ail opinion than I am, that the “ esprit de corps ” of the College 
was never stronger, and in my opinion there is nothing which 
the Head of an Educational Institution should be more proud to 
report than that. 

It is a pleasure to me in conclusion, to be able to record to 
Your Majesty that the loyalty and work of the Staff are above 
all praise, 

Ho unsatisfactory incident of any kind has taken place 
inside the College since Your Majesty did me the honour 'to 
appoint me to the position which I now Hold.
